Railroads9statement of their posi­ 
tion on the threatened strike, as presented 
to the President of the United States 


A strike on all the railroads of the country has been called by the Train 
Brotherhoods for 7 o ’clock Monday morning:, September 4. 


This strike was ordered from W ashington while the President of the 
United States was making every effort to avert the disaster. 


The Final Railroad Proposal 


The final proposal made by the railroads for a peaceful settlement of the com 
troversy, but which was rejected by the brotherhoods, was as follows: 


(a Th** railroads will, effective Septem ber I, 1016, 
keep the t im? of all men represented in this m ovem ent, 
upon a n 8 hour basis and by separate account, m onthly, 
with each man, m aintain a record of the difference 
betw* **n the money actually earned by him on the 
present basis and the am ount th a t would have been 
earned upon an 8 hour basis—[overtime on each basis 
to be computed pro rata. 


actual experience as their judgment approves or the 
President may fix, not, however, less than three 
months, 


The am ounts so shown will be subject to the 
decision of the Commission, provided for in Paragraph 
(c) of this m em orandum and payable in money, a i 
may be d •reded by said Commission in its findings and 
decision. 
(b The Interstate Commerce Cmnmlsxfon to 
supervise the keeping of these accounts am i report the 
increased cost of the 8 hour basis, after such period of 


(c) In view of the far-reaching consequences of the 
declaration m ade by the President, accepting the 
8 hour day, not only upon the railroads and the classes 
of labor involved directly in this controversy, but to 
the public and upon all industry, it seems plain th at 
before the exis'ing conditions .ire changed, the whole 
Subject in an far aa it nffectH the railroad* and their 
employees, nhould be investigated and determined by 
a CommifiHton to he appointed by the President, of 
such standing as to compel attention and respect to 
its findings. 
The judgm ent of such a Commission 
would be a helpful ba-is for ad iustm ents with labor 
and such legislation as intelligent public optaioOi st 
informed, m ight dem and. 


Statement of Executives to the President 


In submitting this proposal to the President, the fifty railroad executives called to 
Washington and representing all the great arteries of traffic, made this statement to 
him of their convictions: 


The dem ands in this controversy have not been 
presented, in our judgm ent, for the purpose of fixing a 
definite daily period of labor, nor a reduction in the 
existing hours of labor or change in m ethods of opera­ 
tion, hut for the real purpose of accomplishing an 
increaae in wages of approximately One Hundred 
Million Dollars J er annum , or 35 per cent, for the men 
in railroad freight train and yard service represented 
by the lal>or organizations in this m atter. 


After careful exam ination of the f lets and patient 
and continuous consultation with the Conference 
Com m ittee of M anagers, and among ourselves, we 
have real bed a clear understanding of the m agnitude 
of the questions, and of the serious consequences to 
the railroads and to the public, involved in the decision 
of them. 
Trustees for the Public 


As trustees for the public served by our lines and 
for the great mass of tile lew powerful employees (not 
less th a n So per cent, of the whole num ber) interested 
in the railroad wage fund—as trustees also for the 
millions of people that have invested their savings and 
capital in the bonds and stock of these properties, 
and who through the saving banks, tru st companies 
and insurance companies, are vitally interested to the 
extent of millions of dollars, in the integrity and 
solvency of the railroads of the country, we cannot in 
conscience surrender without a hearing, the principle 
involved, nor undertake to transfer the enormous c ost 
that will result to the transportation of the commerce 
of the country. 


effort is required for the public welfare! would be 
harm ful beyond calculation. 
The widespread effect upon the industries of the 
country aa a whole is beyond measure or appraise­ 
ment at this time, and we agree with the insistent and 
widespread public concern over the gravity of the 
situation and the consequences of a surrender by the 
railroads in this emergency. 
In like m anner we are deeply impressed with the 
sense of our responsibility to m aintain and keep open 
the arteries of tran pollution, which carry the life 
blood of the commerce of the country, and of the 
consequences th a t will flow from even tem porary 
interruption of service over the railroads, but the 
issues presented have been raised above and beyond 
the social and monetary questions involved, and 
the responsibility for the consequences th a t may 
arise will rest upon those th at provoke it. 
Public Investigation Urged 


T he questions involved are in our respectful judg­ 
m ent, em inently suitable for the calm investigation 
and decision by the public through the agency of fair 
arbitration, and cannot be dispo .cd of, to the public 
satisfaction, in any other manner. 
The decision of a Commission or Board of A rbi­ 
tration, having the public confidence, will be accepted 
by the public, and the social and financial rearrange­ 
m ents m ade necessary thereby will be undertaken by 
the public, but in no less deliberate nor orderly 
m anner.

The Railroads9 statement of their posi­ 
tion on the threatened strike. as presented 
to the President of the United States 


A strike on all the railroads of the country has been called by the Train 
Brotherhoods for 7 o’clock Monday morning, September 4. 


This strike was ordered from W ashington while the President of the 
United States was making every effort to avert the disaster. 


The Final Railroad Proposal 


The final proposal made by the railroads for a peaceful settlement of the corn 
troversy, but which was rejected by the brotherhoods, was as follows: 


(a The railroads will, effective September I, 1916, 
keep the t imc of all men represented in this movement, 
upon an 8 hour basis and by separate account, monthly, 
with each man, maintain a record of the difference 
between the money actually earned by him on the 
present basis and the amount that would have been 
earned upon an 8 hour basis—overtime on each basis 
to be computed pro rata.
